Sky at Night 


With interest declining in foreign 
news the American public is open 
;to almost any proposition which 
begins with: "I saw it" — and ends 
with: 'No you didn't." 


About a year ago we had the con- 
troversy over "flying saucers" — 
considered a first-rate news story 
•on account of the fact that it hap- 
'pened in broad daylight. 


Not so heavy, of course, was 


yesterday's news story on 
this 
page about "thousands of Florida 
citizens" seeing a strange ball of 
fire in the sky Sunday night. This 
is the more common-place type of 
..yarn: The time: Night-time. The 
place: The Sky — which has been 
the favorite setting for tellers of 
tall tales ever since the world be- 
gan. 


At Miami, officials of the Navy 


airport said the ball of fire streak- 
ed across the sky and exploded. 


At Tampa, officers of MacDill 
Field read what the Navy said at 
Miami and promptly clamped a 
"restricted" label on the whole 
proceedings. 


Obviously we are still a long 


way from unification of the armed 
forces — when the Navy gets its 
version of a story on the' telegraph 
wires first the Army promptly calls 
the whole thing top-secret.

folks down in Florida. Last night I 
saw a fire-fly. I can't prove it, of 
course; but still I'm reasonably 
sure it was a fire-fly. He drifted 
around over rny yard, turning out 
his. running-lights — but when I 
threw a flashlight on him he turned

Reminded me of when I was a 
youngster on the farm, and on a 
Summer night I'd see a star fall. 
I'd say so — but grown-ups merely 
scoffed: 'Lightning-bug." 


Everybody sees things in the sky 
at night — but you have to be 
grown-up before you are allowed to 
talk about childish things. 


Senate Group 
Gives Nod to 
Atlantic Pact 


Washington, June 7 —(IP) — The 


senate foreign relations commitoe 
today called for ratification of the 
North Atlantic pact as the 
best 
way to avoid World War Three. 


In a formal report to the senate, 


the committee declared that 
fail- 
ure to ratify the pact "would have 
disastrous consequences aboard. 
"The 
committee 
strongly 
be- 


lieves"," the " report said, "that It 
would be in the best interests of 
the United States and indeed, the 
entire world, to sustain 
and en- 


courage the momentum of 
confi- 
dence that has been building up in 
Europe, by Ratifying the treaty at 
an early date." 


The treaty was signed here April 


4 by the United 
States, 
Canada 


and ten European nations. It will 
not become binding on this coun- 
try until ratified (approved by a 
two-thirds vote) by the senate. 


Frankly poised as a warning to 


Russian a g g r e s s i o n , the trea- 
ty pledges the members to consult 
and to give 
each 
other 
aid in 


event of aggression against 
any 
one of them. 


Senator Connally (D-Tex) indi- 
cated he will ask for early senate 
debate on the pact, approved un- 
animously yesterday by the foreign 
relations committee. 


Connally, the committee 
chair- 


man, 
predicted 
the 
senate 
will 


ratify the alliance overwhelming- 
ly. The present major business be- 
fore the senate is the administra- 
tion's labor bill but Connally indi- 
cated that fidebate on it drags out 
he may suggest that the 
senate 
lay aside the bill and consider the 
treaty. 


The committee report said that 
senate approval of the treaty will 
not commit the United States to a 
$1,130,000,000 program for rearm- 
ing Western Europe. 


•The administration 
is working 


on an arms aid program as a fol- 
low up to the treaty. 
; Some senators 
have indicated 


they favor the treaty but are 
in- 


clined to oppose the 
arms 
pro- 
gram.

employment jumped 273.000 in May 
to a new post war peak of 3,289,- 
000. 


The 
census 
bureau, 
reporting 
this today; "commented that "ordi- 
narily unemployment 
drops 
be- 


tween April and May and the in- 
crease this year 
was, 
therefore, 


contrary to se a s o n a 1 expecta- 
tions." 


The new high in unemployment 
is 68,000 above the 
previous 
top 


reached last February. Unemploy- 
ment 
had 
declined 
slightly 
in 
March and April. 


The bureau said that despite the 


increase in 
unemployment 
more 
people had jobs in May than 
in 


May of last year. There was also 
a rise in employment from April 
to May. 


It said one reason the number of 


job seekers — outside of farming 
—rose faster than the number of 
job o p p o r t u nities was because 
school age youths turned out for 
summer or post graduation work, 


Because of the seasonal upswing 


in farming,employment moved up. 
climbing 875,000 in May to a total 
of 58,694,000 — slightly above the 
same point last year. 


Farm e m p l o y ment alone in- 
creased 1,154,000 in May. Jobs in 
non-agricultural pursuits 
dropped 


?279,000 to a total of 49,720,000. 


This left the net increase of 875,- 


000 in employment.

By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, Juno 7 —(/I3)— Should 
a man who has-become a "menace 
to society" bo imprisoned for life 
or executed? 


That old question comes to life 


again in a case just decided by 
the supreme court, although 
the 


court didn't raise it, at least 
di- 
rectly. 


The court was simply deciding 


on whether a judge was right to 
sentence a man to death after a 
jury had 
recommended 
life 
im- 
prisonment. 


This was the case: A New York 


Negro, Samuel Williams, killed a 
15-year old girl while 
trying 
to

Officials have gathered enouah 
evidont» to justify the trial of the 
notorious blonde who

sentenced to life imprisonment by 
American verdict, only to have her 
term commuted to four years by 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay on grounds of 
insufficient evidence. 
U. S. occupation authorities closed 
their case against Frau Koch last 
March. Clay concluded that 
she 


could not be tried again by a mil- 
itary commission for her Buchen- 
walkd activity without violation of 
the double jeopardy clause. 


At the same time U. S. author- 


ities turned over to German 
offi- 
cials the records of the case for 
determination whether she could be 
tried by the Germans for mistreat- 
ing their own citizens at Buchen- 
wald, where she was the wife of 
the Nazi commandant. 


Alfred Seidl, who defended many 


German war criminals, is her at- 
torney.

State Will Bill 
for Balance of

Little Rock, June 7 — (UP) — 


Arkansas Revenue 
Commissioner 
Dean R. Morley said today 
that 


taxpayers who filed under the old 
state income tax law do not have 
to refile because of yesterday's Su- 
preme court ruling. 


The high court upheld a change 
the law which eliminates federal 
income tax payments and deduc- 
tions in filing state tax returns. 
Pending the Supreme court deci- 
sion, a "substantial number" of 
taxpayers filed under the old law 
and included a 50-per-cen deduc- 
tion in their returns.

be billed for the difference. There 
will be no penaltly.
